Arrcfltod months ago as the culmination 
of an alleRpd illicit love intrigue with his 
fliitor-ia*law Miss Dalay Weaver, a mere 
ffirl, Bomo day last week Oacar E, Norton 
met the tfiri on the streets of Waukepan 
and lied with her for Tucona, Waah., do- 
sertinK hw wife and children who reside on 
Sixth avenue Waukegan. . 

Behind him Norton is said to have lefc 
a trail of bad debts for loans incurred, and 
at the same time a startlinpr taloof conjugal 
inQdelity is developed. No attempt it is 
said will be made to brinjr Norton bock to 
Waukegan and people with wbom.ho has 
been connected think it is a fino job to be 
rid of him. 

Some months ago Norton was orrcfllcd, 
charged with carrying on lovo nffair with 
his wifo*s sister. Miss Weaver. He re- 
ceived a hearing: in the police court and the 
whole affair ended before it became known 
to the public in detail, the wife and her 
children being considered. 

At this time Norton's love affairs had bo 
for progrcsKcd that ho was meeting his al- 
leged affinity down near* Dow'a mill, be- 
hind the lumber ptlea, while employes 
'•rubbered." the ..two lovers being uncon- 
aciouB. however, of this. At one time a 
camera bad been all fised to take a piduro 
of the two. 

Not much of the affair got into print for 
the sake of the man^s children and it was 
bopod ibnt he would reform and be (footl, 
• as be hod a good poailiou. 

However, instead, be transferred his op- 
erations to Highwood and Libortyville, it 
is said. 

It is claimed that he would often meet 
his affinity, a dark, slender, pretty girl, 
and take her to High wood where he had a 
room. 

htktoT, when the man of whom he rented 
the room is said lb have moved to Wauke^ 
ffun with his ndooii, Norton transferred his 
place of rendezvous to Libertyvitlo, it is 
said, and^^hcro the elopement was hatched 
out. 

Over in the Libertyville hotel, Norton's 
afiinity is said to have registered as "Mrsi 
Norton," and the intrigue had been carried 
onsucccMsfully for. a long time without 
anyone suspecting. , 

Finally, discovery necessitated the elope- 
ment and Norton got out the city. . It is 
believed that he went to one of two places, 
either to Tacoran, Wash., or to Wisconsin, 
in the region oE Marinette. Ho la said to 
have relatives near Red Wing, Minn.' 

MisB Weaver, snid to be;Norton*8 affinity, 
arranged her part of the elopement in a 
clever manner. 

Her relatives have supposed she was out 
in Iowa, where she had promised to go 
right after the discovery of her affair with 
\ Norton.' However, bore is where Liberty- 
yiMe and High wood came in and Miss 
Weaver is said to have passed in both 
places OS Mrs. Norton. Norton did not re- 
turn to his wife and babes after hia dis- 
covery the first time. 

Last week the girl returned ostensibly 
from Iowa and, said that she would get her 
clothes and return to Waukegan to live. 

Thus blinding hor relatives she succeeded 
in getting ullher belongings and joining 
Norlon is said to have Hod with him. 

There 18 much sympathy for Mrs. Norton 
the wronged wife, who is known ns a hard 
working, honott, industrious woman, do- 
voted to her children. 

People have'becn angry with Norton for 
many months as a. result of his treatment 
of her and he has been in much disfavor. 
The elopement, however, wQs unexpected 
and unsuspected. 

When interviewed, Mrs, Norton would 
not make any BtntciuGnt beyond one to the 
effect that her husband had spoken of going 
north to get a job, 

Mrs. Weaver, the girPs motbort stated 
that all she icnows fs that her daughter and 
Norton disappeared on (he .same day, the 
girl supposedly t6 visit with an aunt at 
Kansas City, Alo. She said that Norton 
had been living with his wife and that tho 
girl had been living at homo as usual.

GLEASON MARRIAGE VALID 



Judge D. L. Jones Makes Important Ruling 
Following Carpenter Decision 

Right now, when Judge Carpenter of 
Chicago, baa ruled that marriages of Illi- 
n da divorced people outside the state are 
illegal if performed within the two years 
limit r<*quir6d by law a decision rendered 
by Judge D. L. Jones of Wdukegan, Tues- 
day is of interest. 

' Hodedidod that the Illinois law applies 
to Illinois divorcees only and not to people 
divorced outside of Illinoifi. 

This means that people who are divorced 
in Illinois and are married outside of Illi- 
nois within two years for the purpose of 
evading the law are affected by Judge Car- 
penter's decision declaring their marriage 
invalid but others are not. 

Judge Jonea made his decision in the 
matter of a petition filed in the matter of 
the estate of the late Isb'on S. Gleoson of 
Libertyville by his son and only heir, Harry 
Gleaeon. „, 

The petition asked tho removal of the 
administratriz, Mrs. Lillian E. CalkinB- 
Gleason on the grounds that her marriage 
to iQlooson was invalid, she being a di- 
vorcee who had remarried within the stat- 
utory two year?. 

Tho history of the.tangle is that in 1906 
Mrs. Gleason. who was then Mrs, Lillian 
E. Calkins, received a divorce in Wiscon- 
sin on a charge of di'sfirtion. She then 
went to Indiana and there mot Gleason of 
Libertyville, whom sho married at Crown 
Point, Ind., in 1907. right after the Illi- 
nois liiw applying to divorcees was passed. 
. Thus the divorce and the marriage took 
place outside of the state of Illiuois. 

Five monlha after the marriage Gleason 
died and the widow probated the estate 
and took out letters of administration. 
Then the son came on and a few days ago 
filed a petition praying her removal on the 
grounds that the marriage was invalid. 

The court ruled that the marriaije was 
valid and sustained Mrs. Gleason as ad- 
ministratrix. Whitney and Dady. attor- 
neys ut law, represented Mrs. Gleason. 

A motion to dismiss was overruled and 
the case was heard to settle the issue once 
and for all.

Fire believed to have been of incendiary 
origin caused the total l0£s of a frame cot- 
tage at Pennsylvania and Michigan ayenue 
in Waukegan Monday night. 

Suspicious circumstances that led the 
police to take up the chase are as follows: 

The fire was started in the middle of the 
cottage floor and underneath it in a sort of 
halt haaement, the house having no cellnr. 

There was an explosion as of gasoline, 
when the neighbors to the house organized 
a bucket brigade and turned water in pail- 
fulls on the fire. 

A mysterious man and woman who 
covered their faces with their arms and, 
hate were seen by Mark Schooley and one; 
other person just before the Gre. '}■ 

The site of the house is 3,000 feet awny 
from a fire plug and when the fire depart- 
ment arrived tho flames had gained preat 
headway. 

To get water was* an impossibility and 
the firemen had to fight the flames with 
the chemicals. It was earlv seen that the 
house waa onrly doomed. 

The high winds and tho showers of 
sparks thai flew endangered the closeness 
of small frame bouses that surrounded the 
burning place and the big chemical was 
saved for the endangered property onto 
which sparks and embers flew in a deluge 
of fire. 

The firemen successfully prevepted fur- 
ther destruction and wonid have ■Uvedt^e' 
house, badly 'itarted aa it was, had they 
had water with' which to do it. 

The building ia the properly, of Mrs. 
Foley of Chicago,, and a colored family, 
that of Mr. niid Mr«. Sbefton, had just 
been giyen notice that Mrs. Foley would 
come out and use the house to live in her- 
self and had moved a few days before, 
leaving the house vacant. - ' 

The houiie |ian no basement was eteyated 
a few feet from the ground. The fire 
started beneath the fioor in thn middle of 
the site and a door leading beneath tho 
houBO was open, pointing to incendiariam. 

In addition to this, when neighbors 
formed a bucket brigade and poured water, 
on tho flumes, there was an explosion as of 
gasoline and all fled. 

Tocap Iheclim'ix. just before tho fire, 
Mnrk Schooley says he sawn rain hurry 
away with his hat over bia oyea and his 
arm crooked over his face,' Another per- 
son saw a woman and a man together, 
who shielded their faces with their arms 
OS tliey hurried away.

Walter Tyrrell, Joseph Nolon and An- 
drew Herberger, Jr.. indicted on the 
charge of robbery, through their attorney. 
J. K. Orvis, entered a plea of not guilty 
and asked that Iheir cases be continued 
until the October term. 

; Joseph Nolan, indicted on a second 
flbnrpeofrobbery, again entered hia plea 
of not guilty, and case continued to Oc- 
tober term., " 

_ John Moran, indictpd by the grand jury 
on the charge of assaalt- with intent to 
commit murder, through his attorney, J. 
K. Orvis, entered his plea as not guilty 
and asked that his case be continued until 
the October term. 

John Scbmitt, of Lake Forest, indicted 
on the charge of having embezzled $10 
from a merchant tailor for whom bo was 
working, entered a plea of guilty and was 
sentenced by the court to imprisonment in 
the county jail for aixly Jays. 
: Wm. F. Weimera and Wm. Johnaon, 
indicted on the charge of conspiracy, failed 
to enter their plea as Welinera ia in the 
west on a journey. 

Matt Contturi, indicted on a charge of 
larceny plead guilty and was sentenced to 
the penitentiary for an indeterminate sen- 
tence by Judge Donnelly. The judge stated 
that he disliked to send this mnn to the 
penitentiary on account of his being a 
married man, hut after the stato's attorney 
had explained tho nature of the.chargo he 
stated that be supposed the court ought 
not allow his 'own personal sympathy to 
have anything to do with his power, so he 
sentenced Matt to the penitentiary. The 
county authorities will be required to look 
after the wife and six months old son. 

Victor Williams, indicted on a larceny 
charge, plead guilty and was sentenced to 
an indeterminate term in the penitentiary 
for not less than one year nor more than 
twenty yeara.

rive Ton Electric , Crane Crashes Down 
Twenty-five Peel at the Refinery 

Friday afternoon near three o'clock 
through the breaking of a steel cable at the 
Corn producta plant at Waukegan, a five 
ton crane was dashed twenty-five feet to 
the floor below and several workmen, 
among them one of the construction force, 
Foreman John Bady, of New York City, 
miraculously escaped instant heath. 

The Exeter Machinery company of Penn- 
sylvania is installing a new coal shute and 
the crane was many more feet in the air a 
few minutes earlier, at the top of the chute. 
However, it had been lowered ond in its 
wild downward plunge crashed only twenty 
five feet or a little over. Bady had just 
stopped out of the way when the crush 
came. Had he lingered an instant longer 
he would have been caught. 

The crane was an electrical affair and 
before the crash was eighty-five feet in the 
air at the top of the coal chute, which is 
eighty-fivo feet high and forty feet square, 
all made of structural iron. Two laborers, 
one Waukegan man, was working with 
Bady and also escaped. 

it waa one of the closest shaves any force 
of men baa had in a Waukegan factory. 

A FEW HINTS 

ABOUT LABOR IN 

ROAD BUILDING 

The almost perfect maintenance of Euro 
pean highways is due to cheap labor. The 
goverments tax the people moderately for 
good roads, and they get surprising value 
for their tax expenditures by the low cost 
of labor. 

The beginning of a good roiids policy in 
the United States is under different condi 
tiona. Hero the cost of mercenary labor is 
much higher than in Kurope. The factor 
of libor is the chief one. in load-building. 
Materials and supervision are secondary, 

Americans are thus confronted with an 
important problem at the outer. Farmers 
object to heavy dirtct taxation for roods, 
even though the latter will increase the 
value of farms and the value of farm pro- 
ducts. The logical way to enlist tho farm- 
er's co-operation in building good roads 
ia to meet them halfway by state approp- 
riations - 

• Wheh the various states take up a good 
roads policy in earnest, they can not evade 
the question of employing convict labor. 
The desultory experience of southern states 
*how that his form of labor is tractable 
and economical. ITib state has an assert 
in convict labor that can not be employed 
to such permanent advantage m any other 
form. 

We might even suggest further that all- 
states maintaining insane asylums can 
6nd equal advantage in giving their able- 
bodied insane wards useful employment at 
roadbuilding. Especially so when the field 
of operationa is in the vicinity of the asy- 
lums. Alieninta all agree that healty out- 
door occupation IS imperative for moat 
cases of dementia thaUare curable. 

The labor of criminals and inaanc per- 
sons belongs to the state, if they are in 
state institutions. It is not only economic 
wisdom to tarn this labor into the useful 
channel of road-building, but a postive 
humanitarian step.— Chicago Journal.

His right hand still holding the revolver

"Hello." 

"Come on over to a hay stuck a llttio 
back this way and we will put up for the 
night," said Hanson to Baker, 

"No," said Baker, "I was just over at 
thnt snrae hay slack and when I crawled 
into it to prepare my bed for the night I; 
caught hold of a dead man's arm. No 
sleeping in a bay stack with a dead mai 
for mine. 

Later it turned ont that Baker bad speri 
a night in the stock before discovering tjie 
dead man. 'i ~ ''.i'^' 

This ended the conversntion at this time 
and the men proceeded north to Northi 
Chicago where they.notiified Chief'of Polfco 
Gporge Brean of North Chicago, who in 
turn notified Aes't Coroner Kdward Conrad 
who proceeded to the spot, ■ '% ■ '''^; 

About two hundred feetnortiiofpdwnoy*s 
crossing and about three hundred feet east; 
of the Chicago & Milwaukee electric tracks 
Conrajl located the bay stack, ■^' ' ' \' 

Near the crest of the stack hq found the 
suicide covered with a sprinkling of hay.. 
He was placed in a bo)c and taken to Wau- 
kegan. ■ ■'' . 

The unknown suicido is evidobtly a" 
Swede from all app|earances. He is uhout 
six feettall and weigha about one hundred 
and ninety pounds. " " ■ ', -^■; - 

His light hair and light umstacbo bear 
out the conclusiop^tbat he is a Swedo. He 
was clothed in; i^- brown sweater, block 
shirt, fleece lined underwear, black coat 
and IroiiBers, slouch bat' and robber and 
leather shoes. ;' '-.. . ', . 

In his pockela were found a! new. diary 
and a box of writing paper.' Tbe'papor in 
the box shoved indicationa 'of use, bat 
other than this no means of identification 
wore found. - ] ' ' 

Tbe.revolver was a.38 Hopkins & Allen 
and looked brand new. . . -*. . 

■,The bullet pierced the man's bead above 
•the right temple and left the:- . head; 
;below the left ear; Who he is and where 
ho camo from no one knows but it is hoped 
that a description bf tho man' which hag 
been sent into Chicago will be the mcaUa 
of his identification.

Tho half sectloa 
which wo own Is situated between 
Rouleau land Drinkwater, adjoining 
tho Moose Jaw creek, Is a low level 
and heavy land. Wo put In 70 acres of 
wheat In stubblq, which went 20 bush- 
els' to the acre, and 30 acres of sum- 
mer fallow, which went 26 bushels to 
tho aero. All tho wheat wo harvested 
this year Is No, 1 hard. That means 
the best wheat that can be raised on 
the earth. Wo did not sell any wheat yet 
as we Intend to keep one part for 
our own seed, and sell the other part 
to people who want first-class seed, 
for there la no doubt If you sow good 
wheat you will. harvest good wheat 
We also threshed 9,000 bushels of 
first-class oats out of 160 acres. 80 
acres has been fall plowing which 
yielded 90 bushels per acre, and 80 
acres stubble, which went 30 bushela 
to the acre. Thoso oats are 
tho best kind that can ' be 
raised. We have shipped three car 
loads of tliem, and got 53 cents per 
b\ish,el clear. All our grain was cut 
In the last week of the month of 
August before any frost could touch 
It. 

Notwithstanding the fact that w© 
have had a "late spring, and that the 
weather conditions this- year wore 
very adverse and unfavorable, we will 
make more money out of our crop 
this year than last. 

For myself I feel compelled to say 
that Western Canada crops cannot be 
checked, eyen by unusual conditions.

wound over a frame covered with 
tulle. 

The Idea of these toques was origi- 
nated In Paris in 1905, when all the 
mourning hats were trimmed with 
strings of dull :Jet beads. ' 

The cut ostrich plume pompons are 
a feature of the season and they really 
are a good way to use up worn-out 
plumes or those feathers that are too 
small to use in any other way. 

Those used In the pompons are not 
more than four inches long,''and are 
clipped quite close to the stem, leav- 
ing only' abotit an Inch of feathers on 
each ^\Ae. It takes a great many such 
cut feathers and It should always be 
borne In mind that several good short 
feathers may be used to' make a long 
plume, so, unless they jife; useless, 
they should not be cut M -make a 
pompon.

On account of the Inconvenience 
ot getting wrinkled tissue paper pat- 
terns Into the envelopes In which they 
have been purchased, It Is better to 
fold them flat and place In large en- 
velopes In which magazines or large 
catalogues have been received. The 
directions can be preserved by cutting 
the envelope which came with the 
pattern down ono side and across 
the bottom and pasting It on the large 
olivelope. In this way the directions 
can always he conveniently referred 
to, and there Is space on the reverse 
side of the envelope for notes as to 
changes needed In the pattern tor 
different members ot the family. 

Envelopes of uniform s'ze can be 
mane to hold patterns by taking a 
piece ot stiff cardboard about the size 
that would give sufficient space for 
directions, and lay It on wrapping 
paper, folding the edges of the paper 
over In Imitation of the large envel- 
opes, and paste, leaving end or sldo 
open, as preferred, but do not fold so 
tight as to prevent the cardboard from 
being easily slipped out.

Chicago. — bborllii M. Carter, 
former captain In'tUo United States 
engineer corps, after fighting for 
Veara In the courts for vindication, 
has gained a measure of victory *6vpr 
the federal government. 

Judge KohlBaat. In the United States 
circuit court, entered the final decree 
In the case. Though the former army 
ofllcer receives only $45,000 of the 
funds held In trust by the governniont, 
nil the costs of this and other suits 
against bim are taxed against tbo gov- 
ernment. Practically all the 0ndlngB 
are In favor of Carter. Judge Kohl- 
sant ruled that the ?45,000 waa "with- 
out taint." 

The total amount of funds attached 
by the federal authorities some years 
ago was about $400,000. Most of this' 
Is said to have been received' by Car- 
ter from his father-in-law, Robert F. 
\Vescott, deceased, and is supposed to 
' have been Wostcott*s share of the Ill- 
gotten proceeds of Greene and Gay- 
■ nor*B contracts with the government. 
Funds Tainted, But Carter Not. 
Judge' Kohlsaat some' weeks ago 
.held that a. largo part of these funds 
received by Carter from his father-in- 
law • were "tainted," and that while 
the former captain may not have 
known of the secret partnership bfr 
.tween Weatcott and Greene and Gay- 
nor, yet "In the eyes of the law, ho 
was supposed to have had knowledge 
that the contractors In the Savannah 
district were reaping abnormal profits 
from their work." 

The court held also that "Carter's 
course In the premises was not nec- 
essarily an abuse of the discretion 
vested In him, nor seriously inconsis- 
tent .with his claim that he discharged 
Ills duty to the government, and^that, 
limited, as thus stated, under the rule 
of evidence obtaining In such cases, 
the government had failed to maintain 
its case." 
'^ Government Stands the Brunt. 
In his final decree, refusing to 
charge Carter with the money spent In 
attorney's fees In defending himself, 
Judge Kohlsaat holds thctt all the ex- 
penses of suits against Carter In Chi- 
cago, New York, Savannah and other 
places, except .possibly a small per 
cent, to be determined later, are to be 
paid by the government This amount 
Is estimated by Carter's lawyer, Hor- 
ace G. Stone, to bo about 5150,000, 

The court holds iurther that the 
money which It was claimed Carter 
received from Greene and Gaynor, 
more tJian ^285,000,* was received by 
him' from Weatcott, his father-in-law. 
Inasmuch as>the evidence shows these 
Jatter^Xunds to have been "tainted," 
they are'tp.boietalned by the govern- 
ment, from which the court costs and 
attornoys* foes may be paid.

homo by way of the Suez canal, with 
only such tJtops as arc necessary for 
coaling.

ICldneys are a neglected meat Aalc 
the butcher for fresh ones,. beef,' lanib 
or veal, parboil until very tender. To 
mako deviled kidneys according to the 
cook of the Now Idea Magazine, pro- 
cure somo'lamba' kidneys, remove the 
akin and vein or cord, and then gash 
with a sliarp knife, rub tho kidneys 
with a prepared seasoning, then brush 
with bacon fat and broil; or they may 
bo frled"wlth bacon in a very hot iron 
skillet If a broiling flfe. is not to bo 
had. Now prepare a aaiice from two* 
thirds of a cupful of scalded milk, 
thickened with butter and flour rubbed 
to a -paste or roux, as It la called, 
using a tablespoonful of each; when 
thickened and smooth, remove to the 
back of the range and.'stir In an egg 
yolk, a little salt and paprika, half a 
tablespoonful 'of .finely minced par& 
ley and one teaspobnful of lemon 
Juice; If tho kidneys are fried with 
bacon fat, the gravy left in -the pan 
may ba added to the saiice. If do- 
aired. Place each kidney on a round 
of buttered* toast, dot with butter and 
pour the sauce around each slice ol 
toast, placing one spoonful on top of 
each; serve at once.

Delicate Fabric Requires Skillful and 
Careful Handling. ' 

This fur Is very delicate and soft 
and forma a pretty trimming for chll- 
Iren's clothing, but being white. It 
soon becomes soiled and unless aome 
method could be adopted to restore 
its appearance it would be rather an 
expensive trimming. 
. Washing fs one of tho cheapest and 
filmpleat methods for cleaning this fur 
and almost restores its new appear- 
ance. 

As tho fur Is very fine and easily 
destroyed, all rubbing, and even 
squeezing to any extent, must bo 
avoided, as either would break off the 
down. 

It should instead be .washed by 
shaking In a good soap lather, and, 
when clean, should be rinsed In warm 
water and pressed to remove tho mois- 
ture. 

It muat then be shaken to separato 
the down and hung In front of the 
fire to dry. It ought to bo occasional- 
ly shaken durfng tho drying process. 

National Cake. - 
Wlilto Part— Cream together one 
cup white sugar and one-half cup of 
butter, then add one-half cup sweet 
milk, tho beaten whites of four egga, 
one-hulf cup of cornstarch, one cup 
flour into which has been mixed one 
teaspoonful of cream of tartar and 
one-half teaspoonful of soda; flavor 
with lemon extract 

Blue Part — Cream together one cup 
of bluo sugar and one-half cup of 
butter, tlien add one-half cup of sweet 
milk, the beaten whites of four eggs 
and two cups of flour In which mix 
one teaspoonful of cream of tartar and 
ono-half teaspoonful of soda; no 
flavor. 

Red Part — Cream together one cup 
of red sugar and one-half cup of but- 
ter, then add one-half cup of aweet 
milk, the beaten whltea of four eggs 
and tw'o cups of flour. In which mix 
one-half teaspoonful of cream of tar- 
tar and orio-half teaspoonful of soda; 
no flavor, Place In a bake pan, first 
the red, then the white, and last the 
blue. Bake In a moderate oven.

Defeated Iii Litigation That 

Concerned Railroad 

Rates. 

Woflhlngton.— In refusing to grant 
to Attorney General Young of Minne- 
sota a writ of habeas corpus releasing 
him from tho penalty imposed by tho 
United States circuit court for the dis- 
trict of Minnesota on the charge of 
contempt of court la Instituting a pro- 
ceeding In a state coflrt for the en- 
forcement of the railroad rate, law 
after the federal court had prohibited 
such a course, and in afllrraing the de- 
cision of Judge Prltchard of tho Uni- 
ted States circuit court for th^ west- 
ern district of. North Carolina, dis- 
charging from Imprisonment James 
H. Wood, a ticket agent of the South- 
ern railway at Ashovllle, after he had 
been sentenced by tho Ashevillo po- 
lice court to servo a term on the rock 
pile on the charge of collecting for a 
ticket on the road a irreater price than 
was permitted by the state railroad 
law, tho Bupreme court of the United 
States Monday added another to the 
aeries of decisions which have ren- 
dered notable the present term of that 
court. 

In both cases the right of the stales 
to fix rates for railroad transporta- 
tion was the. issue and both Involved 
conflicts between the federal and the 
state courts. 

Tho decision In each case was op- 
posed both- to the statea and to their 
courta. The opinion of the court In 
both cases was announced by Justice 
Peckham and with the exception of 
Justice Harlan all the other membera 
of the court stood behind him In the 
announcement of tho court's finding. 
Justice Harlan read a dissenting opin- 
ion In the Young case In which he 
took the view that, the ault was prac- 
tically a proceeding against the state 
and therefore not permissible under 
the eleventh amendment to the consti- 
tution. 

The two cases were so similar that 
both practically were decided In ono 
opinion. The principal pronounce- 
ment was made In the Minnesota 
case.
